to W. A. Bates of Cuba, N. .Y., who is 
probably the largest grower In the 
•United States, stating the object I had 
in. view and asking for sucli informa- 
tion as lie could give me. In reply I re- 
ceived a ivork on "Ginseng" written by 
himself and also an invitation to visit 
his garden. 


It is not my intention in this brief 


article to give a description of his 
garden, but rather to shoTV Tvhat profit 
•there Is in the -business, in order that 
many who ara in Ignorance of this val- 
aaWe subject may have their eyes 
opened to it und perhaps join in swell- 
ing the amount annually exported to 
China and incidentally assist In cre- 
ating a new source o£ wealth for the 
agricultural communities of the Unit- 
ed States. 


The amount of ginseng which can 


"be annually imported to China, .with- 
out overstocking the market, is report- 
ed by TJnitei States Consul Johnson, 
•who made a very exhaustive examina- 
tion of the subject, to be over $20,000,-

tent of $1,000,000 annually, although
